The  first  time  I  saw  the  building  of  the  New  York  World's  F;iir  I  was  struck  by  the  atmosphere  and  grandeur 
of  the  construction  animated  by  the  men  at  work  in  the  midst  of  steel  scaffolding  and  flying  sparks,  guiding 
the  most  varied  machinery  which  pounded  and  devoured  the  carih  -  planting  poles,  opening  roads  -  creating 
a  seething  atmosphere  of  work  on  a  scale  1  had  never  seen  before.
